Myrioks,  formerly  a  part  of  Taunton  was  joined  with  Berkley 
in  1879,  Myrioks,  now  part  of  the  town  of  Berkley  was  named  for 
Samuel  Merrick,  who  settled  In  that  district  In  1700, 

Myrioks  fair  and  oattlo  show,  officially  known  as  Bristol 
County  Cattle  Show  and  Pair,  eontlnued  from  1858  to  1376,  Myrieks 
clambakes  continued  from  1882  to  1929.  Myrioks  Aoademy  (the 
Mlrlokvllle  Academy)  was  built  In  1854,  and  .as  burnt  in  1904# 

One  may  find  very  few  New  *4igland  villages  that  have  not 
experienced  the  flood  and  ebb  tides  of  some  Institution  that  upon 
some  occasion  or  for  a  series  of  years  made  those  villages  didely 
known  anl  gave  them  unusual  degree  of  prosperity.  Advantageous 
neighborhood,  centralized  location,  fulfillment  of  a  timely  need, 
and  the  tides  of  popularity  swept  In,  A  disaster  like  a  fire,  the 
subsidence  of  local  and  outside  Interest— and  after  a  few  years 
only  a  memory  remains, 

A  village  of  small  but  pleasant  homes  grouped  mostly  within 
a  quArter  of  a  mile  of  Its  railroad  depot,  and  thence  spreading 
off  In  all  directions  to  the  bounds  of  farming  and  poultry  pro- 
perites— tuat  is  the  Byrioks  that  a  generation  or  two  ago  possessed, 
more  than  looal  repute  for  cattle  shows,  fairs  and  an  academy.  The 
series  of  disastrous  fires  that  sqept  through  the  center  of  this 
Berkley  village  have  obliterated  the  academy,  and  a  number  of  other 
wa;  marks  In  its  history;  though  a  few  landmarks  remain  to  mafck 
sites  where  thousands  of  visitors  once  gathered  in  family  and 
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neighborhood  reunions. 

The  VI yr  total  name  had  been  spelled  In  variois  ways  by  the 
early  families  that  bore  the  name— Merrick,  Hariok,  Myrlek— 
end  It  was  flannel  Merrick,  first  oomer.  iio  settled  here  and 
built  hi  a  hmise  about  Vho  year  1700,  from  whom  the  settlement 
had  Its  name*  His  descendants  still  reside  in  the  tovm.  Hie 
ancestors  married  into  Briggs  and  Crane  families,  "aouel’s  house 
la  still  s  ter  ding,  a  gambrel -roof  structure,  with  upporatory 
overhand;  and  which  we  sketch  without  the  modern  dormer  window 
with  old  time  door  and  many -pane d  windows.  [loro  llvod  Obed  end 
Calvin  Myrloks,  or  Merrick,  descendants  of  Annuel,  (Note— A 
correction  of  the  above  statement  thFt  flanuel’s  ancestors 
marrlod  1  to  riggs  and  Crave  families  should  be  "amuol  a©9oerd- 
ant8  married  Into  drlgge  and  Crane  families.) 

It  was  the  "cattles  iow"  thct  brought  the  big  crowds  to 
Vyrioks,  that  lasted  from  18F9  to  1786  and  that  was  an  offahoot 
of  the  Trunton  fnlr  thrt  had  Its  beginning  in  1923.  The  insti¬ 
tution  was  centered  in  CO  acres,  and  there  wac  built  a  stone 
structure,  the  exhlblt&o&rhall,  afterwards  the  Churchill  mill, 
and  barns  and  fencing  arsd  the  showy  entrance  that  enclosed  45  of 
the  60  acres;  the  grandstand  had  capacity  for  seating  1500;  near  the 
present  sawmill  were  the  gro^tnds  where  the  cattle  drawing  contests 
were  held;  there  ms  a  half-nlle  track  for  racing  near  by;  exhibits 
of  the  fans  and  of  the  handiwork  of  th*?  housewives  were  shown  in 
the  building. 

It  Is  said  that  the  cattle  show  hrd  no  poor  in  T  ow  England 
at  the  tl  «  ;  the  supplies  and  provisions  for  the  fair,  and  the 
preparation  for  them,  gave  the  villagers  plenty  to  do  for  weeks 
beforehand.  There  were  but  44  residents  here  in  the  7  » s  when 
the  fair  was  at  its  best,  but  the  thandand&s  of  visitors  had 
nothing  to  c  mplstin  of  with  regard  to  thd  hospital!*  las  that  were 
offered.  Chester  ^lerre’s  farm  was  the  sows©  of  the  cattle  contests; 
Charlos  hit©  had  charge  of  the  grounds;  John  A#  vllliaraa  and 
Julius  Haskins  wnre  the  nopuler  doortsi  ders  and  here  came  the  guests 
of  such  hosts,  families  of  the  name  of  Pierce.  Haskins, staples, 
Horton,  Parmer,  Macomber,  lnslos,  Deane,  Pauli,  Vll  llama  —  all  des¬ 
cendants  of  old  settlers  ard  their  unnuaer&ble  friends  from  nearly 
all  over  this  state  and  other  states, 

"All  aboard  for  ’'Trickr”  was  a  famili  r  cry  in  those  times; 
and  there  are  t.nose  still  living  who  recall  the  hall  and  picnic 
grove  that  stood  across  the  tracks  from  the  present  railroad  stat’on; 
the  grove  was  an  extensive  pine  shRde;  andwlth  its  hall  and  cook¬ 
house,  was  the  rendezvous  of  plckniokers  from  city  and  town,  relig¬ 
ious  and  secular  orga’  1  ration  s—fl’tn  day  schjaLs  of  all  denominations. 

In  this  grove,  Railraod  ^rove,  were  held  the  first  (the  Methodist 
clambakes,  that  for  a  lorg  “cries  of  yrars,  1772  to  1929,  reached 
a  high  tide  of  popularatity,  ps  they  were  continued  in  succession 
thereafter  in  the  pine  g^ove  near  the  church,  and  afterwards  in 
Colne lius  Murohys  grove.  The  clambake  has  bee?  continued  from  time 
to  time,  since  the  last  "big  bake"  of  August  29,  1929,  but  not 
nearly  on  so  lar^e  a  scle  as  in  the  old  days, 

Mirickville  Academy,  us  the  village  academy  was  called,  and 
that  stood  about  on  the  present  sc  .oolhoune  site,  was  built  at 
a  great  expense  in  1854  when  "a  number  of  men  banded  together  for 
thenurpose  of  increasing  the  facilities  of  lenr  lng  for  their 
children The  final  cost  of  the  building  was  ^6,000  "it  was  never 
a  success  as  a  businoss  proposlt'on,  and  failed  as  an  institution 
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of  learning,  as  the  day  of  academies  was  about  over,  this  being 
the  last  one  built  In  this  locality,  as  the  tl  a  *ae  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  public  high  school, ”  The  Academy  was  a  large,  square 
wooden  building,  of  two  stories,  with  a  cupola  In  front  and  its 
bell;  Its  land  was  purchased  of  aannah  Johnson  for  .#00.00,  Among 
the  instructors  was  later  Judge  William  H.  Fox  of  Taunton,  J.W, 
Ppalcllng  having  preceded  hlri  rs  instructor  and  other  teachers  were  : 
i’essrs.  nowlton,  Appleton,  -'lng  and  Ceorge  Pauli,  The  building  was 
sold  to  the  31  ty  of  Tatrton  In  1060  for  #500  Rfter  which  It  was 
used  as  a  public  school,  hen  this  part  of  Taunton  was  annexed  to 
Berkley  In  10*^9  the  nr  toe  paid  for  the  building  was  ,900.  and  It 
wro  continued  In  Its  use  as  a  public  seuool  and  for  entertainments, 
Jn  October  25,  1904  this  buildlrg  was  destroyed  b  fire  when  ad- 
Jolr  lrsg  buildings  were  burned,  the  entl>*e  loss  being  20,000,  In 
1905,  the  present  eohoolhouse  was  built. 

Ti-e  little  white  Metnodlat  uplscopal  church  at  the  orossroads, 
is  attractive  for  Its  simplicity  and  its  central  situation.  Rev. 
Clinton  Bromley,  one  of  the  moct  active  and  zealous  pentors  this 
church  comu^ity  teas  had,  tells  its  Interesting  story  In  this 
church's  ''Historical  and  Sketch  Book”  published  In  1935  and  1936, 

In  which  he  refers  to  it's  founding  In  1853  as  a  Bethodist  Protest - 
art  church;  Its  reorganization  in  1871  as  at  pres  nt;  and  also 
rem^riseer  tly  concerning  the  Methodist  .noetlng  house  thr.t  o’ce 
stood  on  bounty  Road;  and  of  the  placing  of  the  boll  on  the  present 
church  in  the  seventies. 

On  Pteb  6,  1879,  after  many  meetings,  and  express  on s  of 
opinion  pro  and  con,  the  saleotnen  of  Berkley  at  a  town,  meeting 
hell  ir  r-.  forence  to  a  petit  Un  by  Julius  Haskins  ar.d  others, voted 
to  welcome  this  district  as  n  part  of  Iier  ley,  and  Myrioke  has  since 
become  generally  recorded  as  such.  The  last  extensive  fire  in 
Vyrlcks  occurred  June  1,  1P23  when  the  posto^flce  ar  d  enumber  of 
othor  buildings  were  burned,
